The opinion is erally held that 
the nation should not shrink now 
from this fundamental solution of 
the question despite the fact that 
it is made more dificult by the 
avoidance of the issue by President 
Roosevelt, who accepted the gentle- 
men's agreement in 1907, thereby 
surrendering to Japan the function 
of excluding Japanese from Ameri- 
ca. The Immigration Bureau has 
proposed that the Asiatic barred 
zone created by the Act of 1916 be 
extended so as to exclude all Asi- 
atica, including Japanese, and all 
Africans, in order to shut out un- 
assimilable races. 

SEEK NEW ARGEEMENT. 

The present negotiations are 
based on the policy of following the 
line of least resistance, which is to 
procure 3 new agreement with 
Japan. e existing gentlemen's 
agreement is regarded as faulty, for 
the reason that it operates to ex- 
clude laborers only and permits 
migration of farmers and prospec- 
tive wives. Secretary of State Lans- 
ing induced Japan to shut off the 
migration of picture brides, but that 
stopped up only one hole in the 
tentlemen's agreement. 

What is now sought its a new 
gentlemen's agreement under which 
Japan would prevent all Japanese 
except travelers, officials and stu- 
dents from going to the United 
States. For making such a con- 
cession Japan demands that Jap- 
anese now here shall be granted full 
civil rights, including land-holding 
privileges. The State Department 
is willing to pay this price and if 
the bargain goes through there will 
he a tremendous row over it in the 
Senate. 

JAPS CONTROL HAWAII. 

Whether the State Department is 
Prepared to insist upon extension of 
the gentiomen’s agreement to the 
Hawaiian Islands and the Philippines 
remains to be seen. The agreement 
now only applies to continental 
United States. Japan, however, vol- 
untarily undertook to stop migration 
to Hawali in 1909 and in the de- 
cade following the Japanese influx to 
the islands was held down to 18,879. 
In that period 13,579 more Japanese 
males departed than arrived in the 
Hawalian Islands and $2,458 more 
Japanese women arrived than de- 
parted. The islands are in process 
of complete Japanization. 

Japanese never have deen  ex- 
eluded from the Philippines. The 
Philippine Legislature has the power 
to enact immigration exclusion 
legislation, but never has exercised 
it and there is a question whether 
it could exclude Japanese so long 
as the present treaty with Japan is 
in effect.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—New York’s warfare against the alleged bullé- 
ing trust today brought forth three new indictments charging extortion, as 
well as testimony linking the wrought-iron and wrought-steel industries to 
the long list of other producers of construction materials which are al- 
leged unlawfully to hold prices uniform throughout the country. 


While the grand jury and joint 
legislative committee made progress, 
legal skirmishes occurred in two 
courts and the city’s independent 
inquiry into municipal contracts was 
postponed until Monday. 

Decisive defeat marked the ef- 
forts of the Builders’ Material Bu- 
reau in both the Supreme and Ap- 
pellate courts to restrain the joint 
legislative committee from getting 
hold of its books and from examin- 


ing its stenographer, Elizabeth 
O'Dea. 
Robert P. Brindell, president of 


the Building Trades Council, was 
named in two of today's indict- 
ments, both charging extortion. The 
other indictment, also charging ea- 
tortion, was against Peter Stadtmil- 
ler, a member of the Buliding Trades 
Council. 
BAIL FIXED AT $100,000. 

Stadtmilier’s bail was fixed at 
$100,000. Brindell, already under 
$100,000 bail on previous indict- 
ments, was not required to furnish 
additional bail. 

Charges against Brindell alleged 
that he forced Louis J. Cohen, a 
building contractor, to pay him $500 
under threat of stopping work on a 
construction job last July. Stadt- 
miller was accused of extorting 
$1090 from the Garden City Wreck- 
ing ee threatening to put 
the firm out business in case of 
refusal.

New Scheme Places the State 
Under Ninth Corps. 


Three Other States Help to 
Comprise 45th Division. 


National Guard to be Closely 
Connected With Regulars. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

PHOENIX, Nov. 23.— Under a 
new scheme of organization, out- 
lined at the late meeting, in San An- 
tonio, of the adjutants-general of 
the Southwestern States and of the 
senior authorities of the Regular 
Army, Arizona becomes a part of 
the Ninth Corps, within the Third 
Army. New Mexico, Arizona, Colo- 
rado and Oklahoma will comprise 
the Forty-fifth Division. 

An interesting feature of this re- 
adjustment is that the division prob- 
ably will be known as the Naco, a 
combination of the first letters of 
the States embraced. It happens 
also that Naco is the name of «a 
small town on Arisona’s south beor- 
der, a town at which the First Art- 
zona Infantry, later the One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-eighth United States 
Infantry, spent about a year on out-
